Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms Yancy contacted the Examiner to discuss proposed 
amendments to the claims, clarifying activation included an excited state of ions, plasma or free radicals, which would 
not be met by mere electrostatic activation. She argued that Sangster teaches only gas activation with electric and 
photonic energy in the background of the invention, not a mist. She also indicated that Sangster maintained the 
activated mist only between the magnets, while the instant apparatus was capable of sending that mist to a remote 
location for use. She further indicated that an amendment to that effect may be forthcoming. She set forth that all 
other references cited merely electrostatically activated the fluid and the Examiner agreed. The Examiner agreed to 
fully consider an amendment after final, however, no patentability determination was reached at this time.. 
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
